Aug. U-Tho Ketchtim 
Springs Water Supply company la 
now finishing the laying of a 10- 
Inch steel pipe line from the aource 
t Ketchum's drinking water to the 
llloge and despite countless diffi- 
culties In obtaining materials the 
Job was a "picnic" compared to the 
troubles encountered when the orig- 
inal pipeline was laid. 

The new line will replace the six- 
Inch wooden pipe which was laid 
by the town's pioneers In the early 
days of the settlement. The old pipe 
Is atlll In good condition biit la un> 
able to cany sufficient water to 
meet the village's Increased demand. 

Ocorge Venable, controlling stock- 
holder of the company, had been 
convinced that he and his co- 
stocKholders had overcome the ut- 
most difficulty In the way of ob- 
taining material and labor to lay 
new line utilU he glanced 
through the pages of the early his- 
tory of the corporation, as told In 
Its minutes. He la now forced to ad- 
mit that it wasn't all a bed of roses 
to get things done In the early days. 
What It took the pioneers many 
months to finish, with the digging 
of the entire line by hand, Stanley 
Johnson, with his two dirt -moving 
outfit! was able to do in a few days. 

All the pipe had to be freighted 
from Kelton, Utah, to Kctchum. 
Evidently labor troubles also were 
encountered then, for in one place 
the minutes read: "Mr. Wells and 
party, who contracted to prepare the 
grade, threw up and quit the con- 
tract." In another place Itt Is 
stated: "We paid $80 and furnished 
the coulter to cut the clay ... to 
try and finish the work." 

In the minutes of the company 
appear the names of many men who 
played an Important part In build- 
ing the town. Included among the 
former atockholders are F^ank R. 
□ooding, twice governor of Idaho, 
and later a U. S. aenator; Isaac 
Lewis, Oeorge Stewart, W. H. Oreen- 
how, Oeorge I. Wonwick and others. 

Mr. Oooding was one of the first 
settlers at Ketchum and owned large 
Interests In the village. Lewis, who 
came to Wood river In IBM and did 
e than anyone else to estab- 
Uah the town, was the original own- 
er of the land on which Sun Valley 
Is now located. Hli son was Horace 
C. Lewis, who organized the Kctch- 
and Chnllls Toll company and 
built the first wagon road over Trail 
creek summit so hla ao-mule team

to order and the largest In the state, 
could carry their heavy loads to 
Challta, Clayton, Bayhorse, Custer 
and Bonanza. Mr. Lewis also had the 
mall and express contracts for these 
towns, with a large forwarding house 
and express at his Ketchum office. 

Lewis' widow, Mrs. KatherJne 
Lewis, stilt resides in their home at 
Ketchum. His brother, George Lew- 
Li, left Ketchum and later t>ecame 
secretary of slate. 

Stewart managed the Ouyer Hot 
Snringf, '•■hlrh wns Ilr^t discovered 
by Capt. H. Guyer In 1879. 

Greenhow was Ketchum's first 
postmaster when the postolflce was 
established AprU 19. 1880. He later 
became the first postmaster of Twin 
Falls. 

George M. Snow, first secretary 
of the Odd Fellow lodge at Ket- 
chum. which was the 13th to be 
established In Idaho, was secretary 
of the water company. 

Qeorge E. Mills was a stockholder. 
His widow recently died in Los An- 
geles and prior to her death deeded 
to the David Ketchum post of the 
American Legion four acres of 
ground. She willed to them another 
four acres on the road to Baldy 
mountain on which they will build 
a new home. Edward B. Williams 
one-time postmaster of the town, 
whose widow has relumed to Wood 
river each year from her home In 
Twin Falls, and T. W. Qlllette, own- 
er of one of Ketchum's first hard- 
ware slore.1. also held stock in the 
water company. 

Worswlck hot springs on Little 
Smoky creek Is named after Qeorge 
I. Worswlck. one ot the original 
atockholders. He later left Ketchum 
and became mayor of San Joee, 
Calif. 

Other early stockholders of the 
water concern were Paul P. Bax- 
ter, owner of one of the town's two 
hotels and county treasurer of Al- 
turas county: Tom Tague, a mining 
man: A. Adams, who worked In the 
sawmill and later became a lumber 
and furniture dealer; Oeorge Meti- 
ler, who operated one of Ketchum's 
six large livery stables: Walter Clark, 
who owned n mercantile store: Pat- 
rich McMahon, storekeeper, and 
one ot ihc towns pn;;tmnslcrs: 
Jnmca Judcc r-ncrnfr o' o"" tho 
numerous aaloons; L. B. Newman, 
C. E. Orlflwold imd several others, 
who either did not like the rugged 
life ot the western pioneer or be- 
came entranced with other stories of 
"rich finds" and drifted away. 

Durhig the courae ot the years 
there have been only two changes 
in tlie ownership ot the water com- 
pany. The first was from Mrs. Oer- 
tnide Lewla Galea and her associ- 
ates lo n. E. Sanger and othera. 
Two yeara ago, Sanger sold to Ven^ 
able, now acting as Ketchum's first 
mayor, and his asKOclates. 

The water company now has a 
reservoir, tour fillers, settling tank 
and the Intest type automatic 
chlorlnator,

•T^e good Lord was taking care 
of me lor ■ while last night," Odom 
Mid, wqilainlng thai he had dazM 
ofl from fatigue over the moun- 
tains of western Canada and awoke 
to Ilnd himself flashing toward 
U,000-foot mountain peak. 

Despite failure of an automaUc 
pilot, lack of gas near the end of 
the trip, and extreme weariness, 
Odom, with his converted army A-as 
bomber, the Reynolds bombshell, 
broke- all existing records. These 
Included the former solo record set 
In 1033 by the late Wiley Post, of 
186 hours and U minutes, and the 
previous flight of the Bombshell 
With Odom, Milton Keynolds, Chi- 
cago pen manufacturer, and Flkght 
Engineer T. Carroll Sallee, which 
made the trip In TS hours fiS minutes 
last April. 

ZS9 Mllet an Hour 

Odom's average speed lor the 
flight, Including nine hours and 50 
nilniitea on the ground, was approx- 
imately 369 miles an hour; but dur- 
ing the 63 hours and IS minutes of 
flying time he Bverased 310.50 miles 
per hour. 

FYanklln Lamb, Odom's flight 
manager, said the youthful airman 
would enter the Bendlx air races ac 
Cleveland Aug. 30 and Is planning 
another global flight In late Octo- 
ber with scientists and newsmen 
'Sboard. 

Tho record trip Just ended started 
at 13:53 p. m. (EST) Thursday with 
stops at Oander, Newfoundland; 
Paris, Cairo, Karachi and Calcutta, 
India; Tokyo, Anchorage. Alaska; 
Fargo. N. D.; and back to Chicago 
at 1:58 p. m. (EST) Sunday. Three 
minutes later Odom landed at the 
Chicago municipal airport, 33 miles 
soulti of his starting point.

Maps Basin Area 

WASHINOTOM. Aug. II (A>-UBp- 
^nakers of tbe geological mimj are 
pioneering zecUmatlon deVeloptnent 
In the great river basins of the 
northwest 

Before engineers can lay out their 
dams and ditches and canals to 
bring IrrlgatloQ water to the laima, 
they need accurate topographic 
mapfl of the areas Invc^ved. 

Qreat sections of the northwest 
have never been topographically 
mapped. But officials of the geolog- 
ical survey aald today that the spur 
of reclamattoD la causing many of 
the gaps to be filled. 

Under a new "10-year plan," the 
survey Is preparing maps of more 
than S9,000 square miles In the Col- 
umbia basin alone. 

The work In progress Is broken 
down as follows: 

Columbia basin (square miles)— 
Washington, 11,000, Oregon 14,000, 
Idaho 36,000, and Montana ifiOO.
